On Disneyland’s Dedication Day, 
July 17, 1955, Walt Disney promised, 
“Disneyland will never be completed 
as long as there is imagination left in 
the world.” As the additions to the 
Magic Kingdom during Summer ’66 
prove, Walt has kept his word. 

Leading off is Walt’s World’s Fair 
hit, “It’s a Small World.” More than 
10.3 million “children” of all ages 
enjoyed this delightful musical fan¬ 
tasy during its run in New York. 

In an entirely different mood and 
setting, visitors to New Orleans 
Square can live again its most splen¬ 
did moments in history—as it was in 
the 185Q’s, with winding streets and 
promenades, balconied buildings, ro¬ 
mantic courtyards and elegant shops. 

And for the adventurous, Disney¬ 
land introduces the Primeval World. 
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Here, guests aboard the Santa Fe &

It may seem strange to combine a 
Sky Tower standing more than 400 
feet above sea level in sunny Southern 
California with four 2.300-pound wal¬ 
ruses from the icy waters of the Arctic 
Ocean. 

But at Marineland of the Pacific 
these unlikely ingredients are being 
mixed together in a salty package that 
goes flipper and fin with the oceanar¬ 
ium’s famous whale, dolphin, sea lion 
and diver shows. 

Marineland’s walrus quartet—the 
largest collection in the world—lives 
in a new $200,000 underwater apart¬ 
ment that features built-in sun decks 
and large salt-water pools. Highlight 
of the new enclosure is a series of 18 
underwater picture windows, which 
for the first time gives the public an 
opportunity to see and to photograph 
these blubbery creatures in their na¬ 
tive environment. 


On land, walruses may appear clum¬ 
sy and ungainly, but in the water they 
are pictures of graceful movement. 

The enclosure, dubbed the Walrus 
Waldorf, is divided into two parts. 
On one side Woofy and his mate, 
Petula, have set up housekeeping. On 
the other, Farouk and Priscilla live. 

Visitors to Marineland can actually 
get nose to nose with these mous¬ 
tached animals. At times it’s unde¬ 
cided who’s looking at whom. But it’s 
perfectly obvious everyone enjoys the 
experience, including the walruses. 

The walruses, raised at Marineland 
from the time they were two-week-old, 
80-pound babies, were collected by 
the oceanarium staff in April 1961 in 
the Bering Straits, near St. Lawrence 
Island. The animals were raised on a 
baby bottle formula of pure whipping 
cream, minced clams, brewer’s yeast 
and vitamins. At one point, each wal¬ 


rus was gaining 1% pounds daily— 
and Marineland’s food bill was $1500 
a month. 

Today each member of the quartet 
devours 100 pounds of clams daily, 
topped by a few dozen fillets of 
bonito. 

Meanwhile, Marineland’s Sky Tow¬ 
er nears completion. Located just out¬ 
side the oceanarium gates, the tower 
will be equipped with a two-tiered, 
rotating elevator car for a panoramic 
sweep of the ocean from Ventura to 
Orange Counties. Construction will be 
finished by July 4. 

Shaped like a doughnut around a 
pencil, the Sky Tower car will carry 
60 persons at a time, 30 in each deck. 
Passengers will sit or stand facing out, 
giving each observer full use of large, 
individual picture windows. 

During each four-minute ride, the. 
elevator car will make a turn and a

A Fantasy That Paid Off

The place is surrounded by a berm, 
a high barrow of earth, that insulates 
it from the external world. There is 
a single gateway where admission is 
charged. This, the land of Disney, is 
more secure than ancient Troy. No 
Trojan horse will get into Disneyland. 
Guards at the main gate closely scru¬ 
tinize all who enter. Not even an un¬ 
seemly teenager will get past them, 
much less a Trojan horse. 

Situated on 65 acres in Anaheim, 
Calif., Disneyland is the world’s larg¬ 
est entertainment, representing a $52- 
million investment in fun. Anaheim 
used to be a dusty town set among 
orange groves. In the wake of more 
than 50,000,000 visitors to Disney¬ 
land, a new Anaheim has come to 
birth. The groves are gone now. 

Chopping down the orange groves 
has led to prosperity for all, and if 
the small town of Anaheim is gone 
forever, in compensation Disney has 
constructed an enduring monument to 


small-town America. He has estab¬ 
lished Main Street, U.S.A., within 
the borders of Disneyland, preserved 
in turn-of-the-century decor, forever 
secure from bulldozers and urbaniza¬ 
tion. Walt Disney has the capacity 
to reproduce whatever once existed 
on, above or below the earth and 
seas. Furthermore, he can make it 
walk and talk again-—or roar and 
leap, as the case may be. 

Walt Disney’s Main Street begins 
inside the gate and extends to the 
Central Plaza, from which the other 
areas of the park radiate. You can 
travel by horse-drawn streetcar, dou¬ 
ble-decker omnibus or fire truck. You 
pass City Hall, the Opera House, the 
ice cream parlor, the silent cinema 
and stores and vintage facades op¬ 
erated by some of the 55 Disneyland 
lessees. Beyond Main Street, Disney¬ 
land is divided into four parts: Fron- 
tierland, Adventureland, Tomorrow- 
land, Fantasyland. These areas repre¬ 


sent the past, the future, and the 
timeless world of our fantasies. The 
present has no place in Disneyland. 

Seven acres of Frontierland have 
been allotted to Nature’s Wonderland. 
Mine train or mule pack takes you 
through an authentic desert, through 
bear country and through Beaver 
Valley, nature here carefully restored 
and in competition with the original 
for dramatic effects. One hundred and 
fifty-six varieties of trees and other 
flora were imported under the super¬ 
vision of naturalists and scene design¬ 
ers. Even rocks were imported. This 
is the real living desert, the real 
Beaver Valley and bear country. Dis¬ 
ney’s men constructed and animated 
200 different varieties of animal life 
to perform right on cue. A bobcat is 
treed by wild pigs. Bears beg for 
handouts. Rattlesnakes pursue prairie 
dogs. Mountain lions crouch for a 
lunge at the passing mine train. Dis¬ 
neyland statisticians point out the

cost of Nature’s Wonderland, $2,581,- 
.000, “surpasses the total original 
combined cost of the Statue of Liber¬ 
ty, Grant’s Tomb and the original 
production of ‘Ben Hur’.” 

Frontierland culminates at the Riv¬ 
ers of America, where the paddle- 
wheel steamboat, Mark Twain, and 
the full rigged sailing ship, Columbia, 
circle Tom Sawyer’s Island.

Here they 
are, wandering the pavements of Dis¬ 
neyland, larger than life, led by 
Mickey Mouse, Disneyland’s official 
host. They pose for the cameras. They 
prance for the children. There are 
real people inside these Disney car¬ 
toons. 

Disneyland records the history we 
know and does so in convincing de¬ 
tail. Walt Disney is a perfectionist. 
The Watusi headhunter is so authen¬ 
tic as he rises from a crouch, lifts his 
shield, hoists his spear, that we are 
likely to be indifferent to the fact that 
Watusis don’t hunt heads.

by a taped program. The technique is 
called Audio-Animatronics. Elephants 
sway, spurt water, extend their trunks. 
Hippos open great jaws and submerge 
when the guide on the excursion boat 
fires blank cartridges. Crocodiles rise, 
snap, float, sink. A pride of lions 
struggles over zebra tidbits while 
nearby a rhino stabs his horn upward 
toward the vulnerable bottoms of a 
treed safari. From the portholes of 
an atomic submarine you observe the 
clash of giant lobsters and a monster 
squid. 

Your Disneyland hosts understand 
that fun is a grim undertaking on a 
hot smoggy day and so they provide 
a free entertainment to make the 
waiting tolerable. A sheriff engages 
a black-garbed gunfighter in a show¬ 
down once each hour. Mountaineers 
descend the Matterhorn in bounding 
leaps. Dixieland combos appear to 
raise the spirits of those waiting for 
fun. Each summer night, Tinker Bell 
soars above on wires, signaling a mas¬ 
sive fireworks display. The Disney¬ 
land Band parades down Main Street 
for retreat. There is much to divert 
you while you wait for your fun. 

Walt Disney has a modest prescrip¬ 
tion for Disneyland’s success. “Keep 
it spotless, have unique exhibits, keep 
the employees happy. Give the people 
a place to sit down. Give the public 
good service at a reasonable price.”
